Khrushchev Has His Pro hlems, To o 


It now is being pointed out at frequent 
interv als by second-guessers that someone 
pulled a historic blunder by not getting a 
written guarantee from Russia about the 
Berlin “corridor.’* 
The implication is that the Western Allies 
were guilty of naiv ete when they took Stalin s 
word for it that they could get back and 
forth to their Berlin sectors through Russian- 
occupied territory surrounding the city. 
That point can be granted, though it is 
unlikely a written guarantee would-hav e kept^ 
the Kremlin from wanting to get the Western 
Allies 
out of Berlin sooner or later. There 
needs to be more attention giv en to the 
Kremlin’s problem in this respect. 


WEST BERLIN has been turned into a 
showcase for Western creativ ity. It is like a 
finger jabbed into the eye of the Communist 
masters to East Berlin and East Germany. 
Nev er before in history was a more unfav or­ 
able comparison thrust into the awareness of 
so many people. No one ev er flees from 
West Germany into East Germany, or from 
free Berlin into So\ietized Berlin. But some 
three million persons hav e risked confinement 
and ev en death to escape from the Commu­ 
nists into what looks to East Germany like 
the Promised Land. 
The questions that Nikita Khruschev has 
raised about the ability of the Western Allies 


to stay in Berlin against Russia’s will are 
not mov es made from diplomatic strength but 
from diplomatic weakness. No matter what 
declarations of bluster and bombast he relays 
to the outside world through the odd fish who 
seem to be taking ov er the secretary of 
state’s job by conferring with the head of a 
foreign state in a crisis, the circumstantial 
ev idence aU points in the same direction. 
The Sov iet Union is trying to terminate an 
intolerable comparison in Berlin between pov ­ 
erty-sharing under a socialist dictatorship and 
wealth-producing under a capitalist trustee­ 
ship Naturally. Premier Khrushchev would 
prefer to hav e the Western Allies abandon 
Berlin to the Communists; that would be a 
perfect solution to his problem. 


HIS PROBLEM is how to end the galling 
comparison between pov erty and wealth in 
Berlin. There is some reason to believ e his 
desire to get out from under an embarrass­ 
ment that has become unbearable is so 
urgent that if the Western Allies cannot be 
driv en out of Berlin he would jump at a 
chance to get Berlin out of the Communist 
zone in Germany. 
^ 
Premier Khrushchev has his modern-day 
problems too. and one of his nagging ones is 
how to keep Russians from wondering how 
much longer it will be until they can liv e as 
comfortably as the residents of West Berlin.

What has been more amazing has been 
its recent change from a grimy, drab metro­ 
politan area to a modern, clean and energet­ 
ic city, charged not only with the dynamism 
of economic expansion but with a renewed 
cultural interest. 
E ast Liverpool has been a part of the Pitts­ 
burgh district ever since Thomas Fawcett 
founded his little village 40 years after Ft. 
Duquesne became an English bastion named 
after William Pitt. 
Our city should be proud to be a part of 
the sam e heritage which made Pittsburgh 
great, and we should continue to look up­ 
river for some of the inspiration which ena­ 
bled that city to cast off its handicaps and 
limited thinking to become one of America’s 
municipal landmarks. 


The Once Over 


Legislative Service Commission on this com­ 
plex issue.

For 25 Years 


With significant restraint, the country is 
marking the 25th anniversary of prohibition 
repeal this week. There are some flies in 
the highball that weren’t noticed in 1933, 
when Utah became the 36th state to ratify 
the 21st amendment and wrap up the record 
of the Noble Experiment. 
Alcoholic beverages today are a commodity, 
even in Mississippi and Oklahoma, which 
outlaw them but traffic in them more or 
less freely. The legitimate businesses that 
have grown up around them are respectable 
and, for the most part, trying to stay that 
way 
But the social problem of over-indulgence 
In alcohol remains, and it is a m ajor one 
In all its ugly, costly manifestations. There 
is nothing to feel good about in that respect. 
Prohibition was a costly failure. But repeal, 
socially speaking, has not been a success. It 
hasn’t solved anything. 
In only one way has it been an unmitigated 
boon. It has produced vast amounts of rev­ 
enue for the federal government and the 
states. The federal tax today on a gallon 
of whisky is $10.50. State taxes vary, but 
they are whopping, too. 
The time is in sight when the insatiable 
appetite of government for tax revenue may 
do what prohibition failed to do—solve the 
social problem of immoderate use of alco­ 
holic beverages. Provided, that is, the op­ 
portunists who were driven out of bootlegging 
and blind-pigging aren’t subsidized back into 
a new field of underworld opportunity by 
government greed.

THE TELLTALE 
gray

from almost two years in the Fed­ 
eral Penitentiary at Atlanta. But 
the gray-haired one has lost none 
of his decisiveness. He had slipped 
secretly into the country in Decem­ 
ber of ’56, some *$500 in his pocket 
and Moscow’s orders in his head. 
Two FBI agents picked him up— 
they found in a Bronxville, N.Y., 
bar — a distance indeed from his 
last assignments in Warsaw and 
Peiping. 
At first he told the FBI he was 
just a man called “ Edw ards.” But 
they knew him to be the old Dur 
Workers’ Irving Potash, one of the 
highest leaders in the once power­ 
ful Communist bloc of unions. 
“ Edwards” was the traditional 
name used by “ Comintern agents” 
— the men Moscow dispatches to 
direct American Communists in 
secret. 
Irving Potash had accepted vol­ 
untary deportation to his native Po­ 
land some years earlier. For illeg­ 
ally slipping across the U.S. border 
again, Comrade Potash served a 
two - year term in Atlanta. With 
time off for good behavior he was 
freed last Aug. 26. 
Agents of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service picked him 
up the sam e day. They accepted 
bond. They told him to make the 
rounds of em bassies in Washing­ 
ton. 


THE FED ERA L agents couldn’t 
re-deport Communist agent Potash 
unless one of these embassies gave 
him a permanent visa. Potash said 
he would try to get some country 
to accept him once again. 
But on Nov. 18, Tovarich Potash 
sat down with the American Com­ 
munist party’s most trusted lead­ 
ers, the Executive Committee of 
the Communists’ National Board. 
Apparently Potash had decided 
that he liked it here. The Execu­ 
tive Committee, meeting under in­ 
structions not to tell even the larg­ 
er national board, elected Potash 
to its guarded inner ranks. 
Immediately he took over the 
labor assignment. He would in ef­ 
fect be labor secretary, but not 
formally, of course. In fact, his 
instructions to the gathered com­ 
rades were to keep his assignment 
se^-et from all others. 
No one was to know that the 
labor secretary’s spot, vacant since 
the old labor secretary.

the International 
Transport Workers Federation de­ 
clared a boycott of ships flying the 
flags of Panam a, Liberia, Hondur­ 
as, and Costa Rica. 
In sympathy with this boycott, 
which it should be noted originat­ 
ed abroad and affects 62 countries, 
was an alliance of the National

This crisis comes as the result 
of a vast propaganda campaign 
against ships which are in very 
considerable part American-owned. 
American unions seem to be the 
victims of this foreign propaganda 
which fyas been directed not only 
against ships under the registries 
of small countries friendly to the

States 
but 
against 
all 
American shipping 
and 
shipping 
interests. 
The spokesman for British in­ 
terests is Robert D. Ropner, presi­ 
dent of the British Chamber of 
Shipping. Ropner declared recent­ 
ly that British shipping is threat­ 
ened by three “ enemies,” all of 
which are of American origin. 


THE FIRST of these, according 
to Ropner, is the custom of regis­ 
tering American-owned ships un­ 
der 
the 
flags 
of 
these 
small 
countries. 
His second 
“ enemy” 
is 
the 
American law which requires that 
50 per cent of our foreign-aid car­ 
goes be carried in American ships. 
This law was passed by Congress 
because it believed the simple bit 
of justice that if we are giving 
away something we ought at least 
have it carried in part on Ameri­ 
can ships. 
The third “ enemy,” according to 
Ropner, is the subsidy supplied by 
the 
American 
government. 
The 
U.S. ship subsidy has the specific 
purpose of keeping our rapidly de­ 
teriorating U.S.-flag fleet from ob­ 
solescence and enabling American 
companies 
to 
maintain 
U.S.- 
flag operations in foreign compe­ 
tition 
along 
established 
trade 
routes, despite much higher tax­ 
es and labor costs. 
Presumably, this sort 
of 
talk 
from British shipping interests is 
a new version of the old refrain— 
not only that Britain should be 
“ Queen of the Seas” but should 
oppose anyone else who presumes 
to intrude upon that domain. 
It is certainly a grim reflection 
on certain American unions that 
they should be the allies of this 
sort of competition. But some of 
them seem willing to enter the 
fight against American interests 
with all the vehemence that has 
characterized the conduct of pre­ 
vious strikes and interunion fight­ 
ing.

Then we were compelled to rush 
pell mell into a great building pro­ 
gram which was not only wasteful 
but slow. 
We have had the lesson of World 
War II. We have seen these tank­ 
ers in service in the Korean ac­ 
tion and in the Suez crisis. 
Under the present conditions we 
could immediately command such 
American-owned vessels under the 
“ flags of necessity.” 
The London Economist has point­ 
ed out that “ the wages and stand­ 
ards of living and accommoda­ 
tion in the majority of these ships 
are well known to be above re­ 
proach.” 
It is also true that the American 
owners and operators pay Ameri­ 
can taxes. 
Finally, a great number of these 
ships are built and serviced in 
the United States, which provides 
American labor with jobs. 
This boycott was cbnceived as a

result in the schools being opened, 
under policies that will be in har­ 
mony with decisions of the courts.** 
That’s a very large order and, 
granting the best of intentions and 
the maximum of 
sincerity, 
the 
leaders in the communities affect­ 
ed can hardly

schools. For the Supreme Court of 
the United States, by its ruling on 
Sept. 29 last, has thrown into con­ 
fusion the public school boards of 
several Southern States. The court 
struck down the gradual plan of 
the school board of Little Rock 
and ordered

tion irrespective of the conditions 
prevailing there. 
Nobody really can be sure now 
exactly what the 
“ law 
of 
the 
land” is today on integration in 
the public schools because the 
Supreme Court has issued contra­ 
dictory rulings in the 
last 
few 
weeks. 


THUS, ONLY 13 out of 314,000 
Negro pupils in the State of North 
Carolina have been accepted to at­ 
tend “ integrated” public schools— 
and all public schools are open. 
This is called obedience 
to 
the 
“ law of the land.” 
In Arkansas, 76 Negroes out of 
103.000 are attending “ integrated” 
public schools which are attended 
also by approximately 4,700 white 
students. 
There are 33 Negroes enrolled at 
the graduate 
and 
undergraduate 
level in the eight state colleges in 
Arkansas which were formerly all- 
white. All but four of the state’s 
high schools are open. Yet Arkan­ 
sas is being 
lambasted 
as 
not 
complying with the “ law of the 
land,” though its record on school 
desegregation is better than that 
of some other states in the South. 
In Alabama they have not yet 
admitted any Negroes 
to 
white 
public schools, but the Supreme 
Court of the United States ruled 
on Nov. 24 that the state’s pupil- 
assignment law 
is 
constitutional 
and that the school authorities may 
apply 17 different standards in de­ 
termining qualifications. 
Yet when the school board at 


Little Rock, admittedly operating 
in good faith, asked for more time 
to work out the problem by ap­ 
plying some of those sam e stand­ 
ards, the Supreme Court of the 
United States adamantly refused 
to grant any delay whatsoever.

Was there any good reason for

cere and could be trusted? 


THE STATEMENT on integra­ 
tion recently issued by the Cath­ 
olic bishops of the United States 
distinguished between good 
faith 
and deliberate refusal to make any 
start toward carrying out the let­ 
ter of the law. The bishops said: 
“ We may well deplore a grad­ 
ualism that is merely a cloak for 
inaction. But we equally deplore 
rash impetuosity that would sacri­ 
fice the achievements of decades 
in ill-timed and ill-considered ven­ 
tures. 
“ In concrete matters we distin­ 
guish between prudence and inac­ 
tion by asking the queston: are 
we sincerely and earnestly acting 
to solve these problems? 
“ We distinguish 
between 
pru­ 
dence and rashness by seeking the 
prayerful and considered judgment 
of 
experienced 
counsellors 
who 
have achieved success in meeting 
similar problems.” 
The School Board at Little Rock 
had the support of the “ mod­ 
erates” and their spokesmen in the 
press. But the Supreme Court of 
the United States sternly refused 
to give any weight to the chaotic 
conditions which the tragic school 
year of 1957-58 had brought about 
in Little Rock. 
What can Little Rock do now? 
The legislature can pass a new 
law taking into account the Su­ 
preme Court’s decision upholding 
the Alabama pupil-placement law. 
Also, the local School Boards in 
Arkansas and Virginia can find en­ 
couragement in the words of the 
act passed by Congress last sum­ 
mer with respect to scholarships 
and financial aid 
for 
education 
from the government. It reads: 
“ The 
Congress 
reaffirm s 
the 
principle and declares 
that 
the 
states and local communities have 
and must retain control over and 
primary responsibility for public 
education. 
“ Nothing contained in this act 
shall be construed to authorize any 
department, 
agency, 
officer, 
or 
employe of the United States to 
exercise any direction, supervision 
or control over 
the 
curriculum, 
program of instruction, adminis­ 
tration or personnel of any educa­ 
tional institution or school system .” 
This, too, is the “ law of the 
land” as viewed by Congress.

tacked, Warden Frank Eyman de­ 
cided to call their bluff—and won 
his desperate gamble. 
Moises Adams, 33, an inmate 
convicted of statutory rape, was 
shot in the back during the furious 
assault. He was reported in poor 
condition but expected to live. 
About 300 National Guardsmen, 
deputies, police officers, guards 
and civilian volunteers ringed the 
walls with rifles agd automatic 
weapons to guard against new out­ 
breaks. The riot was quelled at ll 
p.m. 
Guards Calvin Hunt, 33, who 
came to Arizona from Winthrop, 
Maine, and Scott Wright, 30, for­ 
merly of Ardmore, Okla., were 
held hostage for nearly an hour. 
Both later expressed fear the 
prisoners would have killed them 
with their homemade knives after 
the warden announced he would 


not bow to inmates’ demands to 
take over the prison. 
“ They told me to ‘tell them guys 
((the lawmen) not to come any 
closer or we’ll kill you,’ ” said 
Wright. “ I didn’t say anything.” 
At this point. Warden Eyman, 
a graying, 60-year-old former sher­ 
iff armed with a .45 automatic 
pistol, shouted to the barricaded 
convicts: “ If you S-O-Bs even so 
much as scratch my men, Til kill 
all of you.” 
The other 1,400 prisoners re­ 
mained in their cells throughout 
the crisis. 
The prison, 70 miles southeast 
of Phoenix, was officially opened 
in 1912. It was built to accommo­ 
date 700. The convicts staged an 
abortive sitdown strike earlier this 
week to protest what they termed 
poor food, inadequate clothing and 
crowded conditions.
